B Y L A W . 


* President 
Wilson, 
when

criticised for his 
apparent abandon­ 
ment of the principle of arbitration in 
dealing with the railroad controver­ 
sy, replied that he did not reject the 
principle; that, on the contrary, he 
upheld it, but that 
the 
c o n tr o v e r t 
had reached 
a 
stage where arbitra­ 
tion coifld not apply. 
The situation brought 
out numer­ 
ous expressions for compulsory arbi­ 
tration. 
Some years ago when this 
w as advocated many were favorably 
inclined, and there were those who 
prophesied that many would have to 
com e to it sooner or later, as Austra­ 
lia and Canada had come to it. H ow ­ 
ever, the weight of opinion w as that 
we did not need it then. Last week 
the American 
Federation 
of Labor 
w ent on record as firmly opposed to 
its adoption in this country. 
The 
Canadian 
law 
applies 
to 
all 
industries 
in 
the 
Dom in­ 
ion. 
It provides 
a 
truce 
between 
capital and labor for a specified time 
w hile the merits 
of 
the dispute are 
being investigated. In a vast majority 
of cases where 
trouble 
occurred a 
strike 
has 
been 
averted. 
Neither 
party to a controversy appears w ill­ 
ing to diregard an 
impartial verdict 
at the cost of completely alienating 
public sympathy. The most .stringent 
legislation of the kind, however, war 
the New Zealand aet 
of 
1894. since 
ameded and adopted with 
modifica­ 
tions in Australia. This provides for 
the incorporation of associations of 
em ployes and employers in industrial 
unions, each of which is represented 
on a joint board of conciliation, with 
a 
higher 
court 
of 
arbitration 
to 
pass upon the questions still in dir 
pute. The award of this court is en­ 
forced by legal process, and fines are 
recoverable from either 
associations 
or individuals. who diregard it. Thus 
strikes and lockouts are both illegal.
